As  a further  incentive  to  support 
the  war  effort,  the  receptionist  sells 
defense  savings  stamps.  You  can  see  the 
sign  advertising  them  on  the  table  behind 
her  desk.

Oie  hundred  and  twenty  FCA  men  gathered  on 
April  22,  1943,  at  the  President  Hotel  to 
honor  our  servicemen  already  in  uniform 
and  17  men  about  to  be  inducted.  The  turn- 
out was  a fine  tribute  to  Farm  Credit’s 
soldier  contingent  from  our  men,  among  whom 
were  many  veterans  of  the  last  war,  includ- 
ing Wells,  Fraile,  Van  Sant,  Anthony, 
Hemstreet,  and  others. 


Entertainment  was  furnished  by  a troubadour 
accordionist,  an  acrobatic  and  tap  dancer, 
a vocalist,  and  a magician  (who  mysteri- 
ously removed  Goody  Simonds’  shirt  without 
removing  vest  or  coat).  Keynoter  Isleib 
exuded  sage  advice  to  the  expectant  poten- 
tial generals  and  admirals,  and  suggested 
that  after  one  year  of  being  submerged  in 
the  cellar  of  the  Municipal  Auditorium  they 
should  be  well  qualified  for  submarine 
duty.  Brief  talks  were  made  by  divisional 
representatives  seated  at  the  speakers* 
taole.  Humorous,  impromptu  contributions 
came  from  Bill  Snow,  John  Guill,  Grover 
Cleveland,  Jim  Wells,  George  Brennan,  and 
the  Governor. 

A special  drinking  contest,  involving  4 of 
our  strongest  two-fisted  men,  will  long  be 
remembered  as  the  high  spot  of  the  evening. 
Bill  Kelly  (second  from  right  in  the  pic- 
ture below)  won  the  grand  prize  (contrib- 
uted through  the  efforts  and  courtesy  of 
44  Elsie”  of  Borden  Company  farms).  John 
Guill  was  disqualified  on  a technicality. 
Gardner  Walker  and  Elbert  Smith  (third  and 
fourth  from  the  right  respectively)  were 
apparently  distracted  by  the  charming 
entertainers  shown  in  the  background  and 
lost  out  to  Kelly.

But  the  item  most  carefully  watched  bv  all 
of  us  is  the  Honor  Roll  standing  in  the 
corner  to  the  left  of  the  desk.

You  may  not  find  your  name 
there  if  you  left  FCA  fairly  recently.  The 
reason  is  that  your  name  is  not  added  until 
your  annual  leave  has  expired.  You  may  be 
sure  that  your  name  will  eventually  be 
added. 

Also  on  the  left  side  of  the  lobby,  beneath 
the  clock,  is  one  of  our  three  bulletin 
boards.

the  proper  planting  of  asparagus,  etc. 

Partly  in  the  picture,  at  the  extreme  right 
is  a rack  containing  pamphlets  for  the 
interested  visitor.  The  two  large  Red 
Cross  flags  hanging  on  the  walls  signify 
the  annual  drive  for  pledges,  and  this  year 
we  went  all  out  to  help  the  Red  Cross  help 
you.

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FCA  BACKS  UP  ITS  FIGHTING  MEN 

Behind  every  FCA  serviceman  and  woman  are 
his  FCA  friends  and  fellow  workers. 

Through  the  Farm  Credit  Club  and  other 
employee  organizations  they  are  fighting  th< 
the  Axis  on  the  home  front.  The  Club 
collects  silk  stockings,  Victory  books, 
and  encourages  participation  in  USO  social 
activities.  Qie  hundred  and  twenty- five 
servicemen  were  invited  to  the  last  Farm 
Credit  Club  dance  to  take  the  place  of  our 
boys  in  service.  Sixty- five  hundred  Red 
Cross  letters  were  processed  by  Club  volun- 
unteered.  One  hundred  and  fifty  women 
volunteered  to  roll  bandages  for  the  Red 
Cross.  In  its  blood  donor  campaign  the 
Club  made  a Kansas  City  record  with  a con- 
tribution percentage  of  32  percent  of  its 
employees.  The  picture  below  shows  our 
outstanding  contributors  with  number  of 
donations  beside  each  donor’s  name.

War  Savings  Bond  contributions  have  been 
running  at  10  percent  of  the  pay  roll  or 
about  $320,000  a year.  Participating  are 
93  percent  of  the  employees.  Employees 
pledged  $5,762.56  to  the  special  Community 
Chest  campaign  last  fall,  part  of  which 


was  donated  to  the  USO  and  other  military 
activities.  This  spring,  in  the  Red  Cross 
War  Chest  drive,  employees  pledged  $3,159. 

Twenty- two  employees  in  1942  and  1943  have 
taken  Red  Cross  first  aid  classes;  other 
employees  are  serving  after  hours  as 
nurses’  aides,  hospital  aides,  in  the  Civil 
Air  Patrol,  and  in  the  Red  Cross  motor 
corps;  scores  of  employees  have  served  in 
civilian  defense  activities  as  fire 
watchers,  air  raid  wardens,  auxiliary  fire- 
men, and  policemen.

We  believe  that  many  PCA  sports  enthusiasts 
who  have  entered  the  armed  services  would 
be  interested  in  knowing  just  how  hard  FCA 
has  been  hit  by  the  induction  of  the  out- 
standing stars  of  the  various  sports. 

Before  the  men’s  bowling  season  was  half 
completed  several  of  the  teams  were  relying 
on  the  women’s  league  to  furnish  enough 
bcwlers  to  keep  the  league  going.  Near  the 
close  of  the  season  about  8 or  10  women 
were  bowling  regularly  in  the  men’s  league.
